Founded in 1795, one of numerous sickle and scythe manufacurers of North 
Derbyshire, Harrison became one of the more successful large edge tool 
manufacturers situated in the Midlands of England. At some time prior to 
1902 they had acquired the business (goodwill and trademarks etc) of S 
Biggin & Co and C Rotherham and Co. As well as light and heavy edge tools 
for agriculture, forestry, mining and quarrying etc, they also manufactured a 
wide range of hand tools for many trades. 


In 1953 the company went into liquidation and were in turn acquired by 
Spear & Jackson of Sheffield who continued to make tools under the Harrison 
brand until the late 20th century.

The above image of the Spear & Jackson Family Tree shows the number of UK 
based edge tool manufacturers that have been assimilated directly and indirectly 
over the late 19th and 20th centuries. 


Changes in agriculture practices lead to a decrease in demand for many edge tools, 
and firms bought out the goodlwill of competitors, and were in turn acquired by 
more successful companies. Often the name was retained, e.g. tools with the name 
of the Somerset firm of Fussell acquired by Isaac Nash in the 1890's were still 
being made by Brades, Nash and Tyzack in the 1960's, and later by Spear and 
Jackson in the 1980's and beyond. 


Similarly the name of John Harrison was still being used well beyond the insolvency 
of the company in 1953. 


Today many Harrison tools are sought after and used by members of conservation 
groups - in particular the Harrison Yorkshire pattern billhooks are a favourite of UK 
hedge-layers. 


The letter J did not become widespread in the English 
language until the 17th century. Thus the letter I was 
used well into the 18th - Harrison continued to use their 
IH trademark into the 20th.

Over the years Harrison changed the shape of their Yorkshire pattern billhook (above 
right) from that shown in early 18th century catalogues, e.g. the Illustrated Sheffield 
List, to the more common pattern of the 20th century (below). Notice the handle 
fitting also changed from a closed socket, to an open type, riveted to the wooden 
(ash) shaft - a type with two separate straps was also made. A Harrison tool may 
have a working life in excess of 100 years.... 


Above left is an example of a later (blacksmith?) repair to a broken handle fixing - 
the tool was still too good to throw away, and is still in regular use today.
